University of California 
that culminated.iri the marriage of 
Lewis E, 'Bulkeley and Corinne 
Barry a month ago, ocr-wred this 
morning, when the 
child of the 


young collegian was born; dead; at 
the Providence Hospital in this 
city. Dr. Ewer was in

ance. The child was a male. 


Mrs. Bulkeley's condition is 


said to be satisfactory to her phy- 
sician and the hospital attendants. 
She has passed thrpugh so'many 
trying experiences during the last 
month that it was feared .she 
could not undergo the latest or- 
deal and that the chronicle of her 
own death would have to accom- 
pany that of her newly, born in- 
fant. She has a strong constitu- 
tion, however, and may be able to 
survive the ordeal through which 
she has passed,: with all the men- 
tal trouble that has been hers, and 
again be restored to a place in her 
mother's home. 


AT THE HOSPITAL. ' 


The young Berkeley woman 


has been at Providence Hospital 
since her removal from the Uni- 
versity town, nearly a month ago. 
There have been rumors, every. 
few days, that death had come to 
her at the hospital, and some of 
the reports have received irres- 
ponsible publication. 
Dr. Ewer, 


however, states 
that she has 


been out of danger, apparently, at 
all times since she came under his 
care at the hospital. 


Considerable mystery has sur- 


rounded her stay at the hospita? 
from the beginning, as .it was not 
for some time that the admission 
was made by those who cared for 
Mrs. Bulkeley that she was in- 
stalled there. 
It was desired to 


protect her from the inquiries-At 
the curious and allow her, if pos- 
sible, to be sheltered from the 
gossip that might have been ex- 
pected 'to come after her sensa- 
tional marriage to Bulkeley.

The reason for these two exceptions, 


moreover, lies through no fault of the 
fair sex. In tue one case she is pre- 
vented by Uncle Sam; in the other the 
prohibition is undoubtedly due to the 
fact that she apparently is physically 
disqualified from climbing a pole. 


Thus it comes about that there are 


no female soldiers or sailors, nor are 
there any telegraph or telephone line- 
women in the United States. 


In all other branches of labor, sup- 


posedly masculine, the women of the 
United States have a free field, and the 
statistics gathered by the Census Bu- 
reau

Even the matter 
of grates and furnaces will not present 
a serious obstacle to feminine employ- 
ment, for 43 women make these arti- 
cles and are ready to put them in. 


Nor is it even necessary that these 


women artisans should buy their ma- 
terials from men—not while a round 
hundred women lumbermen are active- 
ly engaged in business, and while 989 
women quarrymen stand ready to fur- 
nish stone and marble. Moreover, for 
the hauling of such material one may, 
if he chooses, call on 904 women team- 
sters and draymen. 


It is on record that there are at least 


84 women civil engineers and survey- 
ors, and 153 women sailors. Indeed, on 
one of the boats that ply on the Ohio 
there is a woman who carries a mas- 
ter's license, and only recently' she 
safely brought her vessel up to Pitts- 
burg from Cincinnati. In addition to 
these instances, Uncle Sam's . bureau 


away is evident from the fact that ten 
years ago there were only 60. 


In the comic journals the boiler fac- 


tory has long been synonymous with 
the superlative of noise, yet the Cen- 
sus Bureau gravely records the facl 
that there are eight women steam boil- 
er makers at work in this country. 


If she cannot climb a pole, she has

Then there are the Jolly millers of 


the nation. Can you defy tradition and 
picture a woman among their dusty i 
ranks? Tou will be compelled to, for 
there are no less than 186 of her. 


The census enumerators have 
run 


across 5,574 women barbers, and 823 
"lady under'^akers." To place in jux- 
taposition to the last-named class the 
8,119 
women doctors in the country 


may look a bit suggestive. In connecr 
tion wilh the doctors.it may be stated 
that the practice of dentistry has prov- 
ed sufficiently alluring to draw 807- wo- 
men into its ranks. 


There are 13,853 male artists and. 


teachers of art,- but their sisters give 
them a. close rub with 11,031. In the 
Journalistic field, however, the gap is 
large, for while 27,845 men are record- 
ed, there are only 2,193 women similar1- 
ly engaged. The proportion of women 
lawyers is even smaller, for there are 
only 1,010 of'them to 113,450 male bar- 
risters.

Women preachers, too, are on the in- 


crease, in the ratio of nearly 300 per 
cent in ten years. Where, In 1890, they 
numbered only 1,143, there are now 3,- 
373. 
Their brother clergymen, 'by the 


way, number 108,265.« 


The female "drummer" is not much 


in evidence. There are only 946 of her 
—about one-hundredth of the total 
number of commercial travelers, but of 
that numerous class known under this 
generic term of "agents" 10,556 are wo- 
men. Of the more than 630,000 clerks 
and copyists, only 85,246 are women, 
but in the fields of bookkeeping the 
74,153 women employed represent near- 
ly half the number of men similarly 
engaged.

The Churches" Versus 
Rockefeller's Cash.

The debate regarding the propriety of churches accepting dona 


tions from John D. Rockefeller goes qn with unabated vigor. 
Th 


controversy will be stimulated by his gift of $100,000 to the University 
of Virginia, to found a school of education as a memorial to the late 
Dr. Jabez L. TVI. Curry, trustee of the Peabody and Slates funds anc 
perhaps the foremost educator the South has produced. The Uni 
versity of Virginia was founded b> Thomas Jefferson, the greatest ex 
ponent af individualism this country has yet known; and it may be 
remarked, John D. Rockefeller is the legitimate product of individual 
ism, although the application he has made of Jefferson's principle is 
totally at variance with tie doctrines taught by the author of the Dec- 
laration and the Virginia and Kentucky resolutions. 


Dr. Lyman Abbott sa>s the objections to the American Board o 


Foreign Missions taking Mr. Rockefeller's money "rest upon no co- 
herent or consistent basis," since, as he argues, it has ne\ er been the 
practice of the churches to examine into the methods by which monej 
donated to the service of Christianity was acquired or to investigate 
fhe characters and motives of the donors. He says the money was 
taken and no questions asked, hence the donors were not given a 
quittance with respect to their modes of acquiring monev or their 
characters as citizens 
He adds that if the church once site in judg- 


rnen to decide whether the gifts it receives are tainted or clean, it 
w11 mo ve itself m a maze of confusion and perplexity, and take up 
.tselt a task at once unending and impossible. The acceptance oi 
voluntary g, ts, he contends, does not imply glving a certificate o 
character to the g,ver though he questions the propriety of soliciting 
donations from men known to have acquired their wealth bv ques- 
tionable means.

L hat Mr. Rockefeller's money was obtained by unlawful and immoral 
devices totally at variance with honest dealing and the teachings of 
Lrri'tiamty. The charge may be true or false, but it is nevertheless 
generally believed to be true. Neverthlss Mr Rockefeller is the legal 
owner of the property he possesses Even if he did obtain it by unlaw- 
fui and immoral methods, it is impossible for its original /and' rightful 
owners to regain possession of it. Hence no action the churches can 
take can prevent Mr. Rockefeller from disposing of it in any manner 
he may choose. 


Here is a concrete fact to consider. 
Here is money, which, no 


matter how acquired, the Standard Oil magnate may do with as he 
will. If the churches do not take it, this money will be devoted to 
other uses—uses perhaps inimical to the good of society—and in no 
event will be returned to those who are alleged to have been wrong- 
fully dispossessed of it. \\hat shall be done about it? That is "a 
practical question to consider. 


Xo matter how acquired, to what better use can the Rockefeller 


millions be devoted than the support of churches, charities, schools 
colleges, libraries and museums? To devote it to such beneficent 
uses by no means prevents wholesome enforcement of the laws to 
stop future spoliation of the public by unlawful and immoral methods, 
nor is it a bar to visiting reproach on those who acquire weaJth by 
grinding the fa,ces of the poor and employ oppressive agencies 
to 


exact^ profits which smell of extortion and other evil practices. 


So far as the Baptist denomination, to which Mr. Rockefeller has 


recenth donated $100,000, is concerned, the case is different. 
Mr. 


Rockefeller is a member of the Baptist church in good standing. So 
long as that chuvch admits him in full fellowship to its communion, it 
cannot consistently decline to accept his thank offerings. 
He being 


of the elect, his money is as clea.n as the money of any other member 
of the church (logically speaking), and is acceptable to the Lord as 
coming from one altogether righteous. It would, therefore, be mani- 
festly invidious for the Baptist brethren to look for the microbes of 
'imquit} on Mr. Rockefeller's coin. 


If the San Francisco police had been as diligent in hunting down 


the assassin Tortorici as the> have been in subjecting Tortorici's wife 
to inquisition, they might not now be lamenting the escape of the 
murderer. 


As Rev. C. R. Brown says, the spiritual results of the recent re- 


vival in Oakland may not be commensurate to the outlay in money 
and effort, but nevertheless it was not a financial failure s'o far as its 
promoters are concerned. Judging from what they received here the 
business of promoting moral and spiritual awakenings is 
not un- 


profitable. 
Even if the laborers are worthy of/their hire, they can- 


not be said to be underpaid. Therefore, casting the bread of life on 
the waters is not without its pecuniary compensations, even if the 
grist of souls saved be small. 


It appears that $2500 was raised in the churches, in advance, to 


meet the expenses of the revival, which consisted mainly in paying the 
hotel bills of the evangelists, the cost of printing, music, lights, and 
other incidentals. In addition a sum approximating $2500 was raised 
to recompense the five visiting clergymen who promoted the revival. 
Kbt a bad showing for them from a monetary point of view. If the 
money were divided equally it would give each something like $500 
This cannot be called bad pay for two weeks' work in the Lord's vine- 
yard.

It is the acts of Schmitz and his appointees that are under review, not 
the motives and habits of the newspaper jr. Dprietors. The, conditions 
prevailing in San Francisco speak for themselves. 
The acts of the 


Schmitz officials are matters of public notoriety. How often a newspa- 
per proprietor or editor takes a drink has nothing to do with the case.

But the 
preservation of the subjunctive mood is the most remarkable instance 
of American conservatism. Here is one instance from the telegraphic 
note of a reporter sent to write up a lynching case: "The crowd' de- 
manded that he promise not to send the negroes to Savannah." Is 
there a reporter on any English provincial paper with such a rever- 
ence for the delicacies of language when in a hurry with the wire? 
On this side we have almost dropped the subjunctive; it lives in "the 
•'new'1 country. 
Many fine old words live in their fine old significance 


across the Atlantic, jostling the new ones. As an instance of the 
jostling I may mention the two girls from Kansas City who were 
coming up the stairway to the sun-deck of an Atlantic liner. "Hurry 
up!" said the one behind, shoving. There was a, friendly struggle. 
From my deck chair I lazily remarked that there was a feud brewing-. 
"Well," saad the girl in front, "if any one tries to boss me I 
get 


spunky." 
She was talking English literature and American slang in 


a breath. 
, 


But America has developed some fine, swift, short and effective 


expressions of its own to atone for the unnecessary length of its "ele- 
vator." The railway train is "the cars,"-the permanent way is the 
"track," and the non-alcoholic beverages you take on the way are 
"soft drinks." 
For the Latin "pavement" is substituted the English 


"sidewalk," and a splendid triumph of brevity comes with "grip,"- 
which is the '•bag in which yon carry your night's kit on the "cars." 
The two people who invented the one a "lift" and the other a "grip" 
should be one in language and love.—From T. P.'s Weekly.

AT THE 


Miss Virginia Caihoun Does 


Clever W&rk lit the Gharm- 


The story of "Ramona" which, be- 


tween book covers, has charmed thou- 
sands of people-in the State and. in- 
deed, throughout the nation, was given 
stage presentation at the Macdonough 
Theater last night. Miss Virginia Cal- 
houn appeared in the title role in her 
own dramatization of the story. 
There are few condensations of nov- 
els for stage representation which afford 
the auditor the saioo pleasure which 
•he or she experienced in the reading 
of the original work. This is because 
:at times, some of the.most interesting 
scenes have to be eliminated or to he 
recalled to the auditor by only a sim- 
ple reference on the part of some of 
the performers. Again, the concep- 
tion of the leading characters ia a tale 
is frequently different in actor and 
reader and, accordingly, when appear- 
ing upon the stage, tlie hero or hero- 
ine or both, fail to realize, in some 
degree at least, the ideal of their old 
acquaintance before the footlights. 


The stage adaptation of "Ramona" 


is no exception to this rule of expe- 
diency. 
Many i£ its most interesting 


incidents have, of 
necessity 
to be 
omitted, though they 
have 
been in 
some measure skillfully referred to so 
that it may truthfully be said that 
a consistent epitome of tho original 
work is placed before the audience. 
For her work in this regard Miss 
Calhoun is to be congratulated. 
The 
setting of the play is elaborate and 
histori.'ally correct. A special setting 
has to be provided for neary every 
scene and the costumes are of the time 
in which the action' is supposed to be, 
In the early fifties. 


The story has to do with the love of 
"Ramona,'' her marriage, incidentally, 
the occupation of California by Amer- 
icans, and the ruthless cruelty with 
which some of them despoiled the ab- 
origines of the possessions which, for 
centuries, had descended to them from 
sire to son. 
Some of the most beau- 


tiful lines in the play are those of 
Alessandro when he protests against 
the rapacity of the white man and tells 
of the beautiful skies of California, 
which God had built above them for 
the red men of the country. 


Whenever the words of the lamented 


author of "Ramona," 
Helen Hunt 
Jackson, enter the dialogue of the play, 
and they do frequently, they have the 
sweetness and elegance which charmed 
in the story itself 
In the reading of 


the same by the principal characters, 
Ramona, Alessandro, Senora Morena, 
Felipe and Father Salvlerderra, the 
expressive diction is appreciated and 
affords additional pleasure to the au- 
ditor. 


Of Miss Calhoun's Ramona it may 


be said that it is a carefully consid- 
ered, 
well-rounded and 
creditable 


characterization. The actress does not 
simply perform her part. She aims to 
so Identify herself with it as to make 
the audience feel that she really is the 
character she essays. There are times 
when, according to stage rules, the role 
calls for melodramatic work, but Miss 
Calhoun declines to improve the op- 
portunity, preferring to a simple girl 
of the plains rather than a heroine of 
the boards. 
. - 


Miss Calhoun was Ramona In ap- 


pearance as well as in acting. She is 
endowed with a voice which is. glad in 
her joyous scenes and tearful In the 
sorrowful ones. Its sympathetic quali- 
ty touched many a heart last night and 
not a few tears fell when the heroine 
was in sorrow. 


The Alessandro of Lawrence was a 
fine portariture of the aborigine. It was 
at all times good. It was unusually ef- 
fective when .his heart was breaking 
because of 
the 
oppression, by the 
whites, of his people, but it was tragic 
in its earnestness in the quiet protest 
of a mind disordered by the wrongs 
inflicted upon him by the Americanos. 


Lee Willard as Don Felipe and Miss 


Marie Baker as Senora Morena highly 
pleased the audience. 
The applause last night was not en- 
thusiastic. But this was because the 
sorrowful nature of the story would 
not wararnt demonstration. Apprecia- 
tion, however, was not wanting It was 
heartfelt. The greater part of the au- 
ditors were women and there was a. 
bond of sympathy between them and 
Ramona which satisfied both sides of 
the footlights. 


"Ramona" will be repeated tonight.

So this continual opposition to 


the boxing game is caused not by 
the borers .themselves, but by the 
club managers and for tKe*good of

poleon Siad entered Russia Jujie i!4. He 
found the country through !which his 
route lay devastated and abandoned as 
he advanced, with,no enenyy to make a 
stand against him. He mad to leave 
large bodies of troops alo(tig his line of 
march and to detach forcfes to threaten 
St Petersburg.and othe/r cities. At the 
battle of Borodino, S/eptember 1,- one 
of the bloodiest in history, the losses 
probably aggregated) 
40,000 oil each 


side. The loss to Napoleon, who could 
get no re-enforcemjents, was fatal. 


But,still he pressed on and entered 


Moscow, September 14, to find him- 
self robbed of th/e' fruits of his victory 
by-the terrible \ conflagration 
which 


broke out two dlays later. Yet Napo- 
leon lingered inl Moscow until Octo- 
ber 19, Then he\ marched southward 
to Kaluga, hoping to make his way 
through a rich anfe unexhausted coun- 
try. 
But he was [forced to follow the 


path he had blazecj on the way to Mos- 
cow. '' At first the weather was fine 
and only moderately severe. Then 
came rain, snow anVd cold. The winter 
set in earlier than) usual. Swarms of 
Cossacks .surroundysd the Frenchmen, 
harassing- them at 
invaders, worn outj 
disorder.

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Opera Season in San Francisco 


Was a Great Financial 


Success. 


Trouble in Shasta County Over 


the Selection of a Repub- 


lican' Judge. 
* 


SAN PEANOISOO, April 15.—Onr reformers, represent- 


ed by the movement of the Merchants' Association and by the 
active Grand Jury, are making the mistake that so many re- 
formers make when endeavoring to purify the politics and poli- 
cies of a great city. They are interfering with the amusements 
.of the people.^,' This Is the same mistake that the reformers of 
2sFew York always make in their fights against Tammany. "Wlien- 
•ever the people of that great metropolis become so disgusted 
•with the. grafting and exactions of the Tammany politicians that 
they revolt and put the reformers in power, the reformers seem •• 
to bend their energies toward making it harder for a man to 
have a good time in the city. As a consequence, at the succeed- 
ing election the people who wish to have a good time turn back 
to Tammany, put the old politicians in power again, and declare 
that they had rather stand for a lot of dishonesty than for a lot 
of interference with their pleasuring. 


Just now the Grand Jury is pegging away at the entertain- 


ments known as amateur prize fights. Of course these exhibi- 
tions of the manly art are amateur only in name. The bruisers 
wlio engage in the four-round bouts shed rather more blood than 
the better-trained professionals do and receive far less money 
.for their exertions. But they do receive money, which puts 
'them entirely outside the amateur class. Notwithstanding this, 
a great many people are in the habit of attending these fistic 
exhibitions, and those people resent an interference with their 
fun in-seeing the scrappers hammer and maul each other. 


That the men who promote these contests make considerable 


.money out of them goes without saying. To be sure, they obtain 
their permits from the Board of Supervisors by the fake of say- 
ing they are .promoting amateur performances.. But it is no 
crime to make a little money in this way, and the fake does no 
great amount of harm. So the reformers will find that by try- 
ing to suppress these contests they will drive a great many vot- 
ers back to the support of Schmitz and Ruef; whereas if they 
would let such amusements alone and confine themselves to the 
more serious evils of the city their work would be more effec- 
tive and they would not drive away from their support the^otes 
that they will need when it comes to a show down at the election. 
Some of the old Roman emperors knew the value of .entertaining 
the people at times when those people showed signs of dissatis- 
faction and revolt; and our reformers might well take a lesson 
from the book of the Caesars and let our less disturbing" amuse- 
ments alone. San Francisco is essentially a pleasure-loving 
city, and there is plenty of work for the reformers without at- 
tempting to puritanize our amusements. 
. - 
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The opera season has proved the success that I predicted it 


would last week. 
Generally speaking, the houses have been 


crowded and the promoters of the season have made a lot of 
money. San, Francisco turns out for opera far better than any 
other city in the country except New York, and, we would have 
supported another week of singing almost as stoutly as we have 
the ten days that have been given us. 


With all this, musically speaking, the season has not been 


as notable a one as the seasons of former years. 
Of course 


Parsifal has been a great special attraction. It has packed the 
house whenever it was put on. Curiosity and admiration have 
played about equal parts in luring people to the show. Com- 
paratively few men have really cared for Parsifal. But the 
women generally have been full of ecstatic admiration for the 
devotional quality of the music and the stage attractions, as well 
as for the extraordinary sensuousness of Kundry's performance 
in the second act. The EJundry kiss has been almost as much 
talked about as the music of "Wagner or the exceptional scenery. 


But Caruso is the only one of all the artists who has shown 


as specially great in singing. It cannot be denied that both 
Nordica and Sembrich are getting old, and that they are on the 
downhill. 
Occasionally each shows something of her former 


greatness and her old-time charm. But they really are not able to 
make the people storm and rage as they-used to in the days when 
they were at their best. Burgstaller and Fremstad have won 
many tributes of admiration, but these tributes were paid rather 
to their acting than to their singing, for the singing in Wagner's 
great opera is hardly of a character to please the untrained ear. 
The other singers are admittedly of the second quality. 


Caruso, however, has more than made good all that was ex- 


pected of Jirnii Perhaps those who heard him only in Ghacon- 
da went away feeling that he was not so superlatively great as 
they had been led to believe. He does not like his role in that 
opera and it does not seem to offer him the best opportunities 
for displaying his wondrous voice.

A little fellow who 


worships him is in constant attendance upon his movements lest 
he should enjoy himself a little too much and so be unable to live 
up to his work on the stage. About' the only social attention he 
has accepted was to attend the ..banquet last night at the Bohe- 
mian Club; and there he was not the special guest of :honor, but 
had to share the attentions with Charles Warren Stoddard and 
Henry James. He made a little speech in his broken English, 
but did not sing, much to the disappointment of the club mem-! 
bers. '

prima donnas when these our great ones have gone beyond the 
point of attraction. Conried could find no great soprano or 
contralto in all Italy; and London, Paris, Vienna and Berlin 
have been searched in vain for women who are likely to step into 
the shoes of Calve, Sembrieh, Nordica, Lehman, Patti, Eames 
and Melba, who undeniably have done their best work and can- 
not keep going for many years more. No wonder the managers 
are looking to Tetrazzini as a great musical: possibility, but 
Tetrazzini is no young thing herself, :and Fremstad probably is 
at her'best now and that best is nowwhere near as great as the 
best of the others when they were her age.

But the Republican lawyers said, "Wliea we 
get a Republican'judge, we will have our Republican county 
clerk assign all the cases to our Republican Court, and this will 
leave the Democratic judge with nothing to do but draw his 
salary.''

The Governor appointed District Attorney Dozier to the

read Abe Ruef and .his followers out of the party. His advisory 
committee was dissolved.

people at the primaries as an independent instead of a regular 
Republican.

It yet remains to 
be seen, howeverj whether the /W^eelan-SymmesrDohrmann re- 
formers will make common cause with Fisk or go their own way 
in the attempt to capture the party control.

are nearly twice as high as in the 
other clrbs mentioned, but that does 
not seem to frighten 
anyone 
here.

WINDSOR PALACE 


The different royal palaces 
contain, 


as may be supposed, a goodly number 
of crown clocks 
As regards the clocks 


at Windsor, a careful Inventory of them 
is kept in the lord chamberlain's de- 
partment, which is responsible for their 
proper upkeep and safe custody. This 
Inventory gives a full description of 
each clock, measurement, situation in 
the castle and photograph. It contains 
envies of 230 clocks which with the 
candelabra, flll two large volumes as 
big as full sized ledgers. Many of the 
clocks at Windsor are works of art of 
the highest order, and one in particu- 
lar possesses an interest enjoyed by no 
other clock in the world.

gave as a present to Anae Boleyn on 
her wedding day It rests on a modern 
gilt bracket in the chapel retiring room 
and is only four inches deep and ten 
inches high

progress. This sum does not Include all 
of her givlngs. Her children's hospital for 
Albany cost her $100,000, and she endowed 
'it with a like sum to make It self-sup- 
porting; her kindergartens In San Fran- 
cisco represented an outlay of $160,000, 
anfi her private benefactions arc known 
to have been large. 


.Mrs. Phoebe Hearst has. In comparison 


•with Mrs. Stanford, been a modest bene- 
factor to the University of California, her 
gifts amounting to $1.221.192; this is a 
royal gift, and It represents but one of 
the many objects for which she distrib- 
utes o£ her bounty. 
She pays several 


salaries in the university: she is at pres- 
ent building the George Hearst memorial] 


mining building at an expense of $200,- 
000, and while, owing to the drain of 
last year, she has discontinued some or-, 
ganlzations she had started—such as the 
Hearst domestic industries, which while 
not directly connected with the Univer- 
sity was for the benefit of students who! 
wished to learn to sew, embroider, etc.— | 
she has also for the time being ceased 
to give toward the support of a college 
settlement at ^Vest Berkeley and toward 
various research expeditions whose ex- 
pense she was bearing under the depart- 
ment 
of 
anthropology. 
She 
has no 


closed the department, but pays for its 
support and bears the expenses of sort- 
ing, 
labeling and setting up the speci-

EGGS 


FOR EASTER MORNING. 


Broiled 
eggs: ^ Cut slices of bread, 
tost them lightly, trim the edges, and lay 
them oil a dish before the fire, witu 
some bits of butter placed on top. Whe 
this melts, break and spread carefully s 
or eUfht eggs on the toast Have read 
a salamander, or hot shovel, to brow 
the top, and when the eggs are suffic 
ently done, squeeze an orange and gral 
soms nutmee over them. 
Eggs a la Creme: Hard-boll twelv 
eggs; slice them thin in rings. In th 
bottom of a large baking dish place 
layer of grated bread crumbs, then one o 
the eggs; cover with bits of butter, an 
sprinkle with pepper and salt. Continu 
thus to blend these ingredients until th 
dish Is full; be sure, though that th 
crumbs cover the eggs upon top. 
Ove 
the whole pour a large teacupful of swee 
cream, and brown nicely in a moderate! 
heated oven. 
Eggs a I'ltalienne: 
Break seven o 
eight eggs into a saucepan, with a bit o 
butter in it- Add the Juice of a lemon 
a glass of white wine, enough pounde 
sugar to make them dgcidely sweet, 
pinch of salt, and any approved flavor 
Ing, 
as orange-flower water or curacoa 
Then proceed exactly as with scramble 
eggs. 
When they are set without beinu 
hard, cile them on a hot dish, dust thet 
well with sugar, and 
candy 
a 
little 
either under a salamander or with a red 
hot fire-shovel. 
Eggs a la Martin: Have ready a dish 
that can be put-into the oven and baked 
It should be like a deep, ordinary soup 
plate, without the wide rim. It is easy 
enough to find plenty such at any store 
Have It heated, but not too hot. Put into 
a small saucepan a teaspoouful of butter 
Let it melt, but be careful that it does, 
not brown. Then add a teaspoonful o 
flour (or more, if it is preferred thicker' 
and then very slowly, after the flour i 
well mingled, a cup of milk or cream 
Then add four tablespoonfuls of grated 
cheese. Stir well, and when thorough!' 
heated pour into the dish you have ready 
and with great care (so as to keep Hie 
shape) dro£ into the mixture four eggs 
The ordinary dish will hold about fou- 
| eggs and look well, but it may.be possi- 
ble to flnd larger ones. Put at once into 
the oven, and when the eggs are set 
serve at once. 
A few bits of paxslev 
make ,the dish look more inviting. 
• Egg tlmbales: Butter small tin molds 
and dust them with powdered parsley 
then an egg Is dropped In each, and thei 
are put in a can of hot water and cooked 
in the oven for about ten minutes, when 
they may be turned out on a round plat- 
ter, and a. sauce made of a cup.of thick- 
ened cream with chopped mushrooms in 
it, or a tomato-sauce with the mushrooms 
may be poured around them. These tim- 
bales may be altered by lining the molds 
with finely minced ham instead of the 
parsley, but it must be moistened with 
cream or egg to make it adhere to the tin 
The egg is put In and the sauce used a ' 
before. 


Egg vol-au-vents: Mince two truffles 
and put them into a stewpan with two 
tablespoonfuls of thick cream; add fou; 
eggs that have boiled twenty minutes- 
chop them small, season with salt, pep- 
per and nutmeg.

simmered five minutes fill them and 
serve hot.

Every real stone, except a diamond, :s 
transparent. Without the tip of platinum 
these "diamonds" would also be trans- 
parent, but with it they are givon an un- 
dectable resemblance to the genuine 
stone. Those "gems" are mounted in 14- 
carat gold, and so well that, when worn 
the platinum tipping cannot be seen. An 
infinite variety of designs, copied from 
the best real models, are shown, and at ji 
price which is about 80 per cent less than 
the genuine. All the 
colored stones— 
rubies, 
sapphires, 
emeralds and tur- 
quoises—are also manufactured and are 
similar in appearance. The turquoise is 
so hard that the surface can be filed and 
no blemish made on the stone. As gen- 
uine pearls are the most costly of gems 
the imitation pearls take the lead in 
price. They are made of flshskin and a 
secret composition. The manufacture of 
some especially good imitation pearls, 
known as "Venentian pearls," Is a lost 
art, the process-having been invented by 
a. poor Venentian, whose secret died with 
him 
The difficulty in the manufacture of 
pearls is in obtaining the orient, or lus- 
ter, similar to the genuine gems, and it 
is said that very often out of 10,000 man 
ufactured few will be marketable.

"I 
have always longed for an oppor- 
tunity like this," he said, talking 
over the head of the guard who 
was conducting him to his future 
residence. 
When Kimry is in 


congenial company he talksslike a 
page out of a well-written book. 
"I have always felt that my real 
purpose in life ought to be litera- 
ture," he continued, still address- 
ing the guard as if the latter un- 
derstood every word he uttered. 
''Mine, however," he added, "has 
been a very busy life; I have had 
no leisure for the fine arts. Once 
when I was quite young I thought 
I would like to be a painter of 
genre—that sort of art appealed 
to me, perhaps, because I am 
more of a realist than 
anything 


else. Don't misunderstand me; I 
said 'realist'—not materialist. No, 
sir; I abhor the sordid common-' 
places and the banalities of the 
usual and the ordinary. That was 
one reason why I entered upon a 
criminal vocation—I was weary of 
the commonplace. Now I 
will 


have leisure to do the work that I

I shall 
write short stories, \\hich are, if 
properly written, pop,ms in prose 
—with rhythm, too, if you will. 
My previous condition of servi- 
tude to an unlawful habit need not 
militate against the success of my 
future—Villon was a thief; he had 
killed his man, too, and was con- 
demned to be hanged; Verlaine 
was a common swindler; Oscar 
Wilde was in Reading gaol, Max- 
im Gorky was a tramp; I could 
cite twenty great writers who were 
all I have been—and more. Genius 
is not measured by the yard stick 
of morality. If I produce master- 
pieces over there in San Quentin 
the world will not trouble to in- 
quire whether I am a thief or a 
parson; they will only ask, 'Is his 
stuff worth while?'"

derer, burglar, author might have 
discoursed a,t greater length, but 
when he turned to the guard to 
whom he was manacled, that 
worthy, but unappreciati.ve per- 
se n, was sound asleep, his head 
against the stanchion of the ferry- 
boat and his mouth wide open. 
The murderer who is now an au- 
thor, alone with his thought and 
his ambition, looked out across the 
morning waters of the 
bay 
out 


through the Golden Gate to the 
infinite Orient—and there was a 
pleasant smile on his pleasant face.
